Commanding all Papiſts, and Reputed Papiſts, forthwith to depart from the Cities 
of London and Weſtminſter, and from within Ten Miles of the fame. 
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Houſholders as Lodgers oz Servants, and to carry a Liſt of their Names to the two next Juſtices of the 
Peace, who are hereby Required and Enjoyned to Send foz, and Pzoceed againſt them (Excepting always 
Merchant Fozeiners, Settled Houſholders, and other Perſons in the ſaid Acts Excepted) as afozeſaid: And 
they the ſaid Juſtices are likewiſe Required, when they ſhall have received ſuch Liſt oz Liſts, to tertifie the 
ſame, together with their Pꝛoceedings thereupon, to Their Ma jeſties moſt Honourable P2ivy Council.
